An Imperial edict has been issued on the subject 
of oplum,in consequence of a long communica- 
tion received by the Throné from the Taang-lt 
Yamin, After perusing the memorial, his 
Majesty handed it over to the Board of Revenue 
for further consideration, and requested that 
body to make any suggestions they thought 
fit regarding the collection of duty on the native 
drug, which the Board did, and the memorial of 
the Tsung-li Yamén then received the Imperial 
sanction. .The memorial in‘ question was to 
the following effect :—“ Opium originally was 
impotted into China from foreign countries, the 
payments being made in bullion, and the money 
spent on this article flowed out of China like 
water into the coff-rs of other nations, and there 
‘was no means of checking’ the fearful expendl-
